The United Nations 
Security Council today re- 
commended acceptance of 
Japan's request to become 
a party to ‘the ‘statute of.

By a vote of ten in favour, 
none agalnst, with one abstention 
(the Soviet Union), the Council 
approved a report from its com- 
mittee of exparts which listed 
three . conditjong for Japan's 
admission to the Court. The 
Council's recommendation must 
now be voted upon. by ths 
Gencral Assembly. . 

The Council recommended that 
Japan first deposit with the 
Sceretary-General of the United 
Nations an instrument accepting 
the provisions of the Court's 
statutes, accepting all obligations 
and agreeing to contribute to the
